IABOUT CONVICT LABOB. 


There is a' growing opposition against 


, the. letting of prison labor in such a way 
that its products will come m competition 
With legitimate trade, and among meohan- 
ica in small cities and trades union in 
large cities, there is a disposition to dis- 
credit the goods made by convicts within 
prison walls.by putting such a brand upon 
them as will 
show to thi world 


that they were made by criminals whose 
labor had been contracted for by outside 
firms for speculation. 


While this sentiment has been growing 


in states where prison labor is let, tho 
Gazette has taken the ground that the 
legislature of Wisconsin has no right to 
enact a law which shall discredit _ the 
boots and shoes made in the prison tinder 
the contract ot M. X>. Wells ;& Co., while 
that contract was, in force,.; because it 
would be a shameless breach of faith on 
the part ot the state to do that thing. So 
. long as that contract is in force,'the state 
should protect that contract and defend 
the .interests ot .the contractors. "When 
there are no contracts in force between 
the stats and. manufacturers as to the 


prison labo&then tfce matter of; discred- 
iting the.goods which shall be- hereaftsr 
made, is a -^different .question,: and 
one which the legislature has-a right to 
fully discuss. If a firm iu. Chicago or 
Milwaukee wants to contract for the con- 
vict labor in the stat" pneon at Waupun, 
under a provision of law that :all the ar- 
ticles made by them shall bear tlie mark 
of tho prison in which they are made, no 
one could reasonably object to such au 
arrangement; but we doubt very much if 
any firm would. pay 
even 
thirty 


cents 
a 
day 
for' 
prison 
labor 


when the law would compel him to dis- 
credit tho goods manufactured for. cer- 
tainly that discredit would injure tho 
sale of the goods. 


There is a great deal of complaint com- 


ing from Illinois in regard .to the con- 
tract entered into between that state aud 
the Garfield manufacturing company of 
Chicago. That company has contracted 
for the labor of hundreds ot convicts in 
the Illinois penitentiary, at Joliet, we 
believe, and has. put the large forje to 
making harness.. Of course.the G-arfieltl 
company under the contract can sell har- 
ness cheaper than any manufacturer who 
is compelled to hire regular mechanics. 


Now the point ia, which is the right 


side of the question—"shall the state let 
its convict labor ?" It is a question of 
growing importance, and it is not one 
which can be so easily settled. There are 
many conflicting interests.'conneoted with 
this matter. The farmer who bays a 
set ot harness wants to buy them as cheap 
as possible, and he doesn't care whether 
they are made by convicts at Joliet or by 
skilled mechanics in Janesville. What 
ho wants is a good harness at the lowest 
price. Another question is, "what shall 
the state do with its convicts if it cannot 
work 
them 
to an 
advantage? Is 


it 
better, to 
get 
thirty cents a 


day for each one, or allow them revel in 
idleness in prison, beoauso^if the labor is 
not let, it will be' almost impossible for 
Wisconsin or Illinois to find hard labor 
for all its convicts. 


Then, again, the question of protecting 


our own mechanics who are industrious 
and have families to support, against the 
cheap, criminal labor of a prison, on the 
same principle that we protect the work- 
ingmen of this- country against the pau- 
per, yabor of Europe, is a question that 
cannot be ignored. 


CAEIMQ FOE THE INSANE. 


That part of Governor Bosk's message 


relating to the chronic insane was refer- 
red to the committeo on charitable and 
penal institutions, and in making a re- 
port thereon they give some facts and 
figures thai-will be of interest to the 
public. Thie 'report is espeoially import- 
ant, and its fig Cros.suggestive, in that it 
contains statistics showing the cost of 
building the state asylum for the insane, 
compared with the amount expended on 
the county asylums, and institutes other 
comparisons concerning tho relative cost 
of maintenance. 
They show that the 


state hospital has cost, for construction, 
$515,270, an expense per capita of 81,093, 
taking the average number, of inmates 
for 1882 as the basis of the average; The 
northern hospital lias cost $720,000,'an 
expense per capita ot 31,361. The Mil- 
waukee county asylum cost $202,000, an 
expense per capita of $671. The commit- 
tee suggests that as the Milwaukee any-, 
lum is equal in every respect So the state 
asylums .proper, they can't understand 
Why the latter costs so much more than 
the' former, and think the matter ought 
to be investigated by the.proper state au- 
thorities. 


The committee then show that.the

The report of the committee is a good 


thing. It shows that the Gazette and

Money has been thrown into'the 
treasuries of these hospitals without stint, 
and it has seempdihat the state wan ted to 
make a show of great. buildings, elegant 
grounds, richly" furnished parlors, and so 
on, rather than expend money in a way 
that would sepure-'the- • most practical 
good to'theiunfortunate insane; >Goming 
down-to a question of common sense and 
wise economy, what benefit ia. •' it "to the 
insane'to expend five times ;tlie-amonnt 
per capita at the northern hospital, than 
ia expended on the insano.in the-asylums 
in Dane and Book counties, where" there 
is no essential difference in the treatment 
of the chronic insane ? When that ques- 
tion is answered in plain terms, criticisms 
on the system adopted by the state and 
northern hospitals for the insane, will be 
disarmed..
